DRUMHELLER, June 14——Fur- |

@n open verdict Tuesday afternoon | 
after hearing from the husband and 
Son of, the deceased woman a story 
of the woman's promiscuous life 
with other men and her fear of one 
who, since the fire, has not been | 
located. | 

Giving his simple testimony, Peter | 
Nazaryk swore that he had been! 
separated from his wife for the past | 
eighteen months. He last saw the! 
woman alive three weeks before her | 
death when he went to the farm to 
get a wagon. At that time she had 
asked witness to kill her as her life 
“was no good.” 


MOTHER EXPRESSES FEAR 


Eleven-year-old Edward, in his 
evidence, stated that his mother had | 
expressed fear of Joe Podolskie, 
who, one week before the tragedy, 
had spent a night at the farm. On 
many occasions Joe had slept in 
the barn and on these occasions Mrs. 
Nazaryk had been afraid to go to 
the barn alone. The boy testified 
that his mother had told him that 
“Joe had threatened to beat her 
up.” 

The boy told of other men com- 
ing to the farm and staying for one 
or more days, On the night of the 
fire he had attended to chores in 
the barn at nine o'clock, going to 
bed two hours; later. Rover, one of 
the dogs, had barked just before he 
retired and his mother went out- 
doors but returned two minutes 
later reporting that nothing unto- 
ward was to be seen. 

When he awoke at 6.30 the next 
morning Edward told the jurymen 
that his mother was missing. He 
saw the smoking ruins of the barn 
but remained at the door until eight 
o'clock, believing his mother had 
gone to a neighbor for aid. 

When he finally walked to the 
blackened mass of smouldering 
lumber it was to see the torso of a 
charred body which, upon closer 
investigation he believed was his 
mother, 


TRIED TO TRACE MAN 


Constable Jack Radcliffe of the 
R.C.M_LP. told of investigations made 
by Sgt. Skelton and himself. Ef- 
forts had been made to trace Pod- 
elskie but the clues ended on Mon- 
day. The arms and legs of the dead 
woman were detached from the} 
body when police arrived at the 
scene of the tragedy. It was im- 
possible to identify with any cer- 
tainty the body but a few frag- 
ments of personal effects found in 
the vicinity led him to believe that 
it was that of Mrs. Nazaryk. 

Dr. Lola McLatchie, who conduct- 
ed the post mortem, testified that 
her findings were negative, no sign 
of fracture or other wound could be 
discovered. The body was in bad 
state for examination. 

The right jugular vein was sev- | 
ered but it was impossible to state | 
whether this had been cut. She 
could not state whether death was 
due to burns, suffocation or from 
other cause. 

After about one hour's delibera- 
tion the jury, composed of Joe 
Shearlaw, foreman, T. S. Branson, 
F; Webber, H. C. Farthing, H. D.

Representatives of sixty-six countries have met 
in London to devise ways and means to get the 
world out of the depression in which it has been 
bogged for four years. They include the political 
leaders of the nations great and small, or their 
official spokesmen, flanked by battalions of experts 
in every branch of the subject of economics. 

It is the most widely representative gathering 
ever held for any purpose. More countries have 
delegates at London than were represented at Ver- 
sailles to reconstruct war-shattered Europe. As 
Premier MacDonald put it, more authority is there 
gathered under one roof than ever assembled 
before. 

If anything were netded emphasize the 
world-wide nature of the catastrophe, or its gravity, 
the make-up of the conference supplies the proof. 
Men of all colors and races are there, because 


to 


peoples of all colors and races and climes are co- 
partners in distress. If a solution for their com- 
mon misery is to be found in discussion, the stage 


is set and the conference is on. 

Nor surely can there be any lack of a sense of 
responsibility on the part of their representatives.

Else the actual 
accomplishments at London may be over or under- 
rated. 

Suppose by the adoption of changes in tariff 
and currency the delegates succeeded in making it 
possible for the nations to exchange their surplus 
products and get rid of the embarrassing carry- 
overs from previous years; the matter of so adjust- 
ing production and distribution as to prevent the 
accumulation of future carry-overs would remain. 
If that were done, and nothing more, production 
everywhere would immediately speed up again, and 
a few years hence we sHould face another situation 
such as that of 1929, a condition in which there was 
“more of everything” than could be sold and used, 
and another depression would be due. 

It is with the present, not with the long future, 
this conference will have to deal. If it can open 
the way for a general clearance of the difficulties 
of the moment, it will be for future governments 
and conferences to make what readfustments are 
necessary to hold a more even balance between 
consumption and production in years to come. 

The present conference need not be expected to 
make an end of depressions. If it can agree upon 
measures to end the present one it will accomplish 
all that can be reasonably expected of it. The 
question raised by the “technocrats” will still re- 
main to be answered. 


THE OUTLOOK 

As to what will happen at London, one man’s 
guess is as good as another's. It seems almost in- 
conceivable that after four years of steady and 
accelerating deflation delegates representing all the 
countries in the world should not be able to agree 
upon methods to ease their common distress. 

Should they fail there will be no doubt why 
they fail. The national selfishness that brought 
the world to this pdss is the only thing that can 
block efforts to get it out. Certainly the conditions 
to be dealt with are known by every delegate. The 
causes, or the main causes, are equally well known. 
The alternatives to remedial action must be also 
apparent to the densest mind in the assembly. 

But that same selfishness is still a very real and 
active force in the world. If anyone doubts that, 
let him take a look at the last tariff outrage put 
through at Ottawa, and the curious and amazing 
devices that were adopted to head off the import- 
ation of any consignment of goods that was dis- 
covered to be on its way from an outside point to a 
Canadian dealer. 

All that was done for the single purpose of 
benefitting some particular Canadian interest, 
usually a small minority interest, at the general 
expense of the taxpayers, and with callous disre- 
gard to the results outside Canada or even the 
reactions upon our own export trade. 

If that is the spirit in which the delegates at 
are to carry on their discussions, the sooner 
‘padi up and go home the better. The one 
hope of the gathering is that the governments have 
seen the folly of th ort of thing and have decided 
to curb the econo nationalism that has dom- 
inated and cursed the world since the close of the 
great war.

THE BIRTH OF THE SOO 

On this date, in 1671, Sieur 
Francois d’Aumont de St. Lusson, 
the representative of Talon, the 
intendant, erected a cross at what 
is now Sault Ste. Marie and in 
the presence of representatives of 
¥f tribes, formally proclaimed the 
whole of the interior of the con- 
tinent to be the possession of le 
grand monarque, Louis XIV..The 
ceremony is described in detaij in 
the Jesuit Relations and was cne 
of the most elaborate in the whole 
history of the French exploration 
of America. 

He and his party had wintered 
on the shores of Georgian Bay, 
where, among other things, he en- 
joyed some excellent moose hunt- 
ing (imagine moose in present 
summer playground of Ontario). 

But he was by no means the {first 
notable visitor to this natural gate- 
way to the west. Etienne Brule, 
the first white man to visit what 
is now Toronto, was at the Soo in 
1622, a date decided upon by the 
late Benjamin Sulte and recorded 
on a tablet, although brother Cur- 
ran of the Sault Star, believes 
that the date should have been at 
least five years earlier, He and 
Grenoble were the first of a long 
line of explorers, missionaries 
and traders who made their way 
to the Soo: 

Before the days of Brule the 
rapids were a great gathering 
place of the Ojibway Indians, who 
roamed as lords over an area a

thousand miles wide from the 
French River to the Turtle Moun- 
tains in Manitoba. To them Pa- 
witing was a sacred spot, and it 
was there that Longfellow placed 
his story of “Hiawatha,” his hero 
being Nanabuzho, an Ojibway. 
Jean Nicolet visited the Soo in 
1634 and Fathers Jogues and 
Raymbault in 1641, while Radis- 
son, the adventurer who proimpt- 
ed the founding of the Hudson 
Bay Company, passed through on 
his way north. In 1669, Father 
Marquette established the mission 
of Ste. Marie, hence the name 
Sault Ste. Marie, which replaced 
the Sault de Gaston, which Brule 
had given in the honor of the

CAUSE OF THE DEPRESSION 
Editor Bulletin: In your issue 
of June 3rd and under the head- 


ing, “Why the Conference?” you | 


make some reference to the eco- 
nomic conference now being held 
in London. You refer to Dr. 
Tory’s defence of science aga'rst 
the accusation that it is respon- 
sible for the present depression 
by showing the way to over-pro- 
duction of food, clothing, etc. Now 
the people of Canada and the 
United States have been taught 
during the past half century that 
when a country’s exports exceed 
its imports in value, it has a fav- 
orable balance of trade or in 
other words, as a result of this 
fact have been increasing their 
wealth. 

A certain writer in “The An- 
nals of the Academy of Social and 
Political science,” observed some 
time ago that exports, considered 
in themselves, are a loss to any 
country and we Believe this esti- 
mate to be true and correct, for 
every dollar's worth of wealth 
exported by any country is simply 
so much of a subtraction from the 
wealth of that country and by a 
parity of reasoning every doilar’s 
worth of imports is so much of 
an addition to the wealth of that 
country. But the fiscal policy 
which has dominated the political 
and economic situation of Canada 
and the United States during the 
past fifty years reverses this state- 
ment and teaches us that if we 
subtract seven from ten it makes 
seventeen, and that if we add 
seven to ten it makes three. When 
such a palpable absurdity obtains 
almost universal credence among 
a majority of our people for a 
period of fifty years is it any 
wonder, when the blind lead the 
blind, that the discovery anu in- 
troduction of facts and forces 
whose inherent tendency is to in- 
crease the sum of good things 
which all should use and enjoy,

that science should be blamed for 
the present industrial debacle. 


You very rightly observe that 
it is not because wealth has been 
increased that millions are in 
want and you seem to think that 
the problem that presents itself 
to this conference and our civil- 
ization is that of the equitable 
distribution of this wealth which 
has been so lavishly produced 
and I have little doubt that in 
the back of your mind you an- 
ticipate that the solution of this 
problem is to be found in some 
sort of “planned economy” and 
“managed currency.” With re- 
spect to the latter let me observe 
in passing that the engineman 
who would seek to raise the pres- 
sure in his gauge instead of pro- 
moting the most efficient rela- 
tionship between the fire and the 
water in the boiler would be bark- 
ing up the wrong tree, for while 
the mechanism of the steam gauge 
must be as nearly perfect as pos- 
sible, it is, as compared with the 
pressure producing power, a mere 
indicator, and of secondary im- 
portance. 

With respect to planned econ- 
omy, most of its advocates are 
fond of elaborating on the alleged 
evils of individualism and a 
“laissez faire” policy and are con- 
tinually counselling an extension 
of community or state control of 
industry. Now while there is a 
proper sphere of community or 
state control, nothing is more ap- 
parent in the counsel of these 
advocates than that they are la- 
mentably oblivious to the fact 
that it is the countless actual and 
positive interferences on the part 
of the state with individual ini- 
tiative and independence that is 
responsible for the very existence 
of problems of distribution. Of

The Passing Show

Following the investigation which the banking 
committee of the U.S. Senate is making into the 
affairs of J. P. Morgan and Company, it is reported 
that some of the senators are drafting legislation 
designed to prevent the further concentration of 
industry in the hands of a few men. The four big 
utility corporations controlled by the Morgan sub- 
sidiaries are shown to receive 16.5 per cent of all 
the gross earnings of the power and gas companies 
of the nation. 

It isn’t claimed that there were violations of law 
in the formation of the Morgan utility group. The 
question worrying the senators is as to how far it 
is wise to allow one man or group to control any 
great industry through its finances. 

Some industries have benefitied the public 
through centralized control. Gasoline is cheaper 
and better for Rockefeller organization, not to men- 
tion the leadership shown in enlightened treatment 
of employees and the many public uses to which 
private Rockefeller wealth has been placed. But 
the American public is distrustful of wealth, so 
often used for predatory purposes. Some may re- 
member that their British forbears at the time of 
the Enclosures Act used to sing: 

“You prosecute the man or woman 

Who steals the goose from off the common, 

But leave the larger felon loose 

Who steals the common from the goose.”

Legislation that may be passed at Washington 
to prevent individuals or institutions from acquir- 
ing control of national industries will be watched 
with interest in Canada. Our senators do not in- 
itiate enquiries like the Washington senators, 
though they have time enough to carry out public 
investigations if they would. It is no secret that 
the real rulers of Canada are not at: Ottawa. From 
offices in Montreal and Toronto, and over the 
boards of banks, insurance companies, industrial 
corporations and transportation companies with 
interlocking directorates, a handful of men, exer- 
cise a more real governance than the Solons at 
Ottawa. 

Possibly some of the bright young parliamen- 
tarians at Ottawa who do more thinking than talk- 
ing, can read the handwriting on the wall and are 
following the Morgan enquiry closely with a view 
to future use. The real point of the Beauharnois 
investigation—the alienation of Crown rights for 
private profit and the financing for private gain 
rather than low service rates—was lost sight of in 
the still hunt for campaign funds.

Though somewhat overshadowed in the public 
esteem by the great feat of Jimmy McLarnin in 
knocking Young Cerbett unconscious in two min- 
utes and 14 seconds with a left hook, the 60 em- 
inent scientists who compose the first convention 
of the Pacific Science Congress are getting into the 
headnes. Board of Trade members at Vancouver 
who draw their fortunes from trade across the 
Pacific listened to an oceanographer tell of the 
behaviour of the ocean bed of the Pacific—of 
islands that play hide-and-seek, being 460 feet 
above the sea at one time in 1911 and submerged a 
quarter of a mile under three months later, to re- 
appear in 1914 and subside in 1916—of fish that 
foretell earthquakes, of ocean currents, temper- 
atures, organisms and salinity, “without indicating 
directly the practical or business value of scientific 
oceanography” as one reporter put it. 

Perhaps the gentlemen of the Board of Trade 
need no reminder that most of our present com- 
mercial developments in energy, light and radio- 
activity have come in the train of those investi- 
gators who gave themselves to research in “true 
science.” Men who seek to learn the nature of 


things, and to co-ordinate data, lay a foundation for | 


economic scientists to work upon.

fan has always sought the secret of perpetual 
youth, sometimes in magic springs and draughts 
and latterly in grafting monkey glands or drinking 
decoctions of goat glands. Dr. Hutchinson of the 
Department of Botany at the University of B.C. 
made a contribution to the Congress which may 
drive the seekers after longevity into the woods or 
into the secrets of fish life. 

Trees, while they do not live forever, keep on 
growing as long as they live. At least one member 
of the fish family, the plaice, has solved the prob- 
lem of immortality. According to Prof. Hutchin- 
son no plaice ever dies a “natural death.” It has no 
age or size limit. It keeps on living and growing 
until external circumstances terminate its exist- 
ence. 

To the biologist the possibility of immortality 
for man is deduced from the capacity of the cells 
of the protoplasm to continue reproducing them- 
selves indefinitely, under the right conditions. 
Every conquest of disease and every removal of 
fear and excess is a step towards longevity. When 
science positively eradicates cancer from the list of 
deadly ills, a great step will have been achieved 
towards further longevity. John Muldoon, the 
famous “iron man,” trainer of John L, Sullivan, 
champion wrestler and exemplar of healthy living, 
died a couple of weeks ago of cancer. Cancer seems 
to be the ultimate enemy.

Scientists who are experimenting with rays 
offer hope for cancer cure, since the gamma rays 
of radium, deadly in themselves, can kill cancer 
tissue. Lord Kelvin, a “pure scientist” invented the 
vacuum tube and narrowly missed discovering the 
properties of the X-ray. There are as many rays 
as their are vibrations in the scale. A scientist 
working on a method of submarine detection, using 
a ray beyond human sound—it is equivalent to the 
vibration of a note of music in the twelfth octave— 
found that it killed fish, heated glass beads, and 
reduced the red corpuscles in a mouse to a point 
of extreme anaemia in twenty minutes, 

Shrapnel!l-Smith, British scientist has announced 
discovery of a life ray that he calls the Z wave. 
Z waves are transmitted and fixed on every photo- 
graphic plate, They can be amplified and rendered 
visible in movement. A truly sensational discovery 
in connection with the Z ray is that while the 
waves on the photographic plate are lively while 
the subject has life they cease to have movement 
when the subject dies, no matter how far he may 
be from the photograph. 

Some day we shall doubtless have practical 
application of the Z ray. Persons will be enabled, 
by subjecting a photograph of a missing dear one 
to a Z ray machine, to know immediately and un- 
erringly whether the dear one is in the land of the 
living or not. Every insurance company would 
need to make use of it.

RELIEVING APPENDICITIS 

In yesterday's article I described some of the 
appendicitis causes and explained how the inflam- 
mation of the appendix is usually preceded by a 
chronically inflamed colon, As it is important to 
know what to do when an acute attack does occur, 
1 will explain the method I have found the most 
satisfactory in my own practice. 

One of the things to avoid is probing deeply in 
the region of an inflamed appendix, such as dor- 
tors sometimes do in order to establish a diagnosis. 
1 believe that many a pussy appendix has been 
bursted by the efforts of physicians to rule out 
other troubles in diagnosis. The patient should go 
to bed for a complete rest in order to prevent the 
sagging and pressure of the abdominal organs upon 
the appendix, and such pressure would be present 
if the patient can drink. 

Some doctors do not advise enemas, but I have 
never seen a case where properly administered 
enemas caused any harm, and I believe it is of the 
utmost importance to cleanse the colon as much 
as possible; however, small enemas should be used, 
not over a quart of plain warm water, and the en- 
emas should be repeated as many times as neces- 
sary until the acute pain disappears, Never under 
any circumstances use cathartics if appendicitis is 
suspected as the straining, irritating action of 
cathartic might cause still more inflammation. 

I also advise the use of heat treatments over the 
abdomen rather than the ice packs that are some- 
times used. However, the heat should not be ap- 
plied over the appendix alone or it will cause a 
greater accumulation of pus in that organ. Instead, 
the hot application should be over the entire abdo- 
men so as to relieve the local congestion and aid 
in distributing the blood more freely throughout 
the abdominal viscera. Treatments with a deep 
therapy heat lamp are of especial benefit. If this 
lamp cannot be obtained, hot towels or hot water 
bottles may be substituted. 

The fasting regimen will assist in absorbing the 
pus present in the appendix, though sometimes it 
is necessary for the fast to be of several days’ dura- 
tion. Sometimes a stoppage of the small intestines 
also exists, but this apparently corrects itself if the 
body is given time and the outlined treatment is 
rigidly adhered to. The water required to throw 
out the toxins absorbed from the appendix can be 
partly supplied through the use of the small, fre- 
quent enemas, when the patient is unable to drink 
a sufficient amount of water. 

The chronic form does not require exactly the 
same treatment as above for it is unnecessary for 
the patient to remain in bed. A fasting regimen 
is also advisable, but a considerable amount of 
orange juice or grapefruit juice may be used—as 
much as an eight-ounce glass of the juice every two 
hours—with as much water as the patient desires, 
No other food should be used for abéut ten days. 
The enemas may be larger than could be tolerated 
in an acute case. A two-quart enema a little higher 
than body temperature may be used morning and 
evening. 

In addition, certain exercises or manipulative 

treatments should be used to overcome any pro- 
lapsed condition that may be interfering with the 
peristaltic action of the intestines or with the blood 
supply. Warm applications are also of service, us- 
ing them both on the abdomen and the back. The 
exercises not only overcome the prolapsus, but im- 
prove the tone of the abdominal muscles and aid 
in overcoming the chronic constipation that is 
responsible for the inflamed colon. The diet fol- 
lowing the fasting regimen should consist prin- 
cipally of non-starchy vegetables and protein foods 
for several weeks, Avoid starches and sugars for 
a time. These instructions wfil prove of value in 
practically every case of appendicitis and prevent 
the need of operating on the chronic type.

So now you are five years old, son, 

and you are going to start to school. 

Lucky boy. I hope I’m there to take you 

down and start you off on the long road of 

trying to find out what it’s all about. We 

might as well start right now on a geography 
lesson. 

On the map you'll find a long green finger 
pointing down from Asia to the South Seas. 
That’s Singapore, actly half-way around 
the world from Canada. That’s where I am 
now, Gord, and it’s ali steamy and hot like 
the bathroom when the furnace has been too 
busy and you're running off the steam. 

I've come up from the black jungle islands 
of the South Seas where little boys of five 
don’t go to schoo! at all. In fact, they never 
go to school or the movies. They never see 
a train or an automobile because there are 
none. And they eat ant 

One day in New Guinea I was walking 
through the jungle with some boys when they 
came to a pile of dirt higher than them- 
selves. It was red dirt full of holes like a 
sponge. The boys took sticks and knocked it 
all down. Inside were thousands of big red 
ants and the boys scooped them al! up by the 
double handful the way you’d scoop up 
huckleberries. They ate them faster than 
you'd eat peanuts or popcorn. 

There are white ants in New Guinea, too. 
They ca! hem army ants because they 
march across the hills and fields like invad- 
ing soldiers and ruins everything in their 
path. One day I saw army ants catch a 
ther rat that was nursing her baby rats 
in just a few minutes while I watched 
ate them all up and then moved on. 
the bones of the mother rat were left 
there weren't even bones of the little

A man who stopped in the same tin hut 
e left his suitcase on the floor. He had 
and socks and suits in there. Books, 
too, and a camera. The army ants came in 
by the thousand and ate everything to pieces. 
The whole suitcase was gone except for the 
frame and hinges, which were brass. 1 
ate the leather off his camera, the cotton 
part off his books and his pocketbook. But 
in his pocketbook was a letter of credit and 
the ants didn’t eat that. They don’t like 
paper. 


Sometimes army ants will eat up the fur- 


miture, and carpets are never safe. T 
won't eat teakwood at all, and that’s pret 
lucky because teak grows in this part of t 


world, so people make their furniture from 
it. But furniture like we have is eaten to 
pieces if the ants get at it. To keep them 
out, white folks build their houses up on 
stilts. Around the top part of the stilts they 
put big steel cups filled with water. Then 
across the front door they sometimes have a 
trough of water, too, and that keeps the ants 
out beeause they can’t swim. 

You always have to sleep here under a 
big net, and the feet of your bed are in jars 
of water. Sometimes this is very bad be- 
cause you forget to change the water and 
mosquitoes lay eggs there and hatch out more 
mosquitoes. These would be unpleasant even 
if they were like the mosquitoes we have 
in Canada, but they are thirsty little red 
brutes called Anopheles—Annies for short— 
and when they bite you they lay a different 
kind of bugs’ eggs right in your blood. Ma- 
laria bugs. When these hatch out you get a 
terrible fever and shiver all over. You might 
think a fever makes you very hot and weak, 
but instead you shiver like a leaf and your 
teeth chatter like castanets. Then, if you 


u die. 

When you do that in New Guinea they 
put you away up in tree. One day 
when I was walking through the jungle I 
saw thirteen people up in trees with other 
people sitting underneath to watch the 
bodies. One reasor ey watched was to stop 
other people from coming along, taking the 
bodies down and eating them. That’s pretty 
awful, eh, Gord? 

But people in New Guinea eat. other 
people pretty often, They cook some of them 
in stone pots with onions, sweet potatoes and 
That makes a stew. But others are 
aked under the ground. First they are tied 
up in leaves, but that isn’t a very nice thing 

» think about, and they won't ever eat you. 


A jungle, Gordon, is a very differegt 
place to what most people think. It doesrt 
have big trees at all. Just low squatty ones 
ail overgrown with vines and ferns and sweet 
peas. The flowers that grow in a jungle 
are so beautiful they would bring a lot of 
soney in a Canadian city. There are sweet 
peas bigger than a man’s two hands put to- 
gether and orchids in ali the glorious color 
you can think up. There are camelias, too, 
and gardenias and other flowers like that.

This is one of the ways he has ac- 
quired the immense musical erudition which 
makes it possible for him to weave snatches 
from 20 to 30 different composers into the 
musica! setting of a half-hour program. 
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pictures painted all over their faces, shark’s 
teeth driven through their noses and lumps 
of bone hanging from their ears. Some day 
you'll be meeting a nice girl under the mistle- 
toe and kissing her. She'll pretend at first 
to be surprised or not to like it or something, 
but that’s just the silly way girls act. You'll 
learn. But the Guinea girls would drive a 
knife into you if you tried to kiss them. 
They'd think you were eating them or some- 
thing. 

One day some Guinea boys and I found 
a cuss-cuss up a tree. He was a little red- 
dish cuss-cuss and the boys pulled themselves 
straight up the tree by the mistletoe vines 
and brought him down. A cuss-cuss is like 
a kangaroo, only he climbs trees. He has 
a big nasty tail and when he swings that 
around you better look out. But he doesn’t 
bite and when you find him up a tree he 
can’t run away very fast. These boys built 
a cage for their cuss-cuss and kept him. 
When he gets bigger they'll mzke stew from 
nim, 

You see, the people in this part of the 
world are all great meat eaters. They don’t 
like vegetables at all, Always spit out po- 
tatoes and carrots like you do spinach. But 
they like big chunks of meat, often dog, and 
eat it raw. Anything that is meat they will 
eat. Rats and mice and flying foxes, of 
which there are millions. 

One day I visited a Catholic mission where 

there had been two nuns teaching little girls. 
The nuns had been shot at by arrows one 
night, but the archer missed them. Then 
one day they got terribly sick and the doctor 
said they had been poisoned by a snake. He 
aid the poison had been drained from a 
snake and put into their food. The nuns had 
tu be hurried away to Australia in a ship. 
They ‘were gone when I got to the mission, 
but the people who remained were on the 
lookout for more monkey business. One day 
there was great commotion and another 
snake rose right out of the elephant grass 
and pounced at the only nun who was left. 
She was wearing a long gray skirt. The 
snake hit into that but didn’t bite the sister. 
She took a big flower pot and bonked the 
snake til! it crumpled up. Pretty soon after- 
wards a chap who was a grass cutter @nd 
handyman around the place came to ask if he 
could have the snake to make his dinner 
from. 

I guess when you get travelling around 
this far-away part of the world it will be 
quicker and easier, Gord. Just now with 
most of the ships laying up in harbor you 
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have to wait weeks and weeks to get any- 
where. It’s awfully lonely sometimes. 

I remember the day | got into Vancouver 
last year standing at a corner and staring at 
the white women. Golly, I hadn’t seen so 
many white ladies in a half year. This time 
it’s the very same. You get awfully tired 
of crooked narrow streets and alleys seeth- 
ifg with brown bodies. And you get tired 
paying 15 cents every time you have a glass 
of water. You don’t know how lucky you 
are being able to drink water straight out of 
the tap, Gord. Cold water, too. 

Singapore, where I am new, is an island 
and every time an automobile tire gets a 
puncture or a blowout the people here are 
glad because they grow the rubber that tires 
are made from. 

Across a simooth river, where you can 
ometimes see sharks swimming, is a dif- 
ferent country called Jahore. There are 
tigers in Jahore and last night a tiger almost 
killed a man who was trying to take the 
tiger’s picture, 

He had a wire strung across a path where 
he thought the tiger would come and he was 
hiding behind the wire with a gun already 
to shoot if the tiger jumped at him. There 
was a camera set so that when the tiger 
bumped into the wire he'd light a flash and 
snap the camera at the same time. Then, if 
everything worked right, the man would 
have a picture of himself and the tiger both 
together. He thought that would be a very 
brave thing to have. Well, the tiger came 
all right and tripped the wire. The light 
flashed and he was dazzled, But just as 
soon as the light went out the tiger leaped 
at the man and tore his arm right off. 
There were some other men all ready to 
shoot, but they were afraid of shooting their 
boss, so the tiger got away in the dark. Then 
to make it worse the picture, when it turned 
out, showed the tiger all right but not the 
man, 

Lots of people think tigers can climb 
trees, Gord, but they can’t. Tigers can 
swim but they can’t climb trees. 

Across the channel here is Sumatra, and 
up in that long thin finger of land is Malaya. 
There are lots of tigers in those places. More 
than ever before because planters have stop- 
ped cultivating the rubber trees and moved 
away. There isn’t any use cultivating rubber 
trees when you don't get any pay for doing 
it, and at three cents a pound for rubber 
there isn't any pay left for anybody. So the 
Dutch and English rubber people have gone 
back home and the tigers have crowded into 
the plantations and sometimes right into the 
villages. Another thing that makes the 
tigers bad now is the heavy license fee to go 
shooting them. Men can’t afford to pay $75 
to shoot a tiger now, so there are more and 
more tigers, fewer and fewer hunters. Tigers,

as I say, can’t climb trees, but they are good 
swimmers, 

There are some dandy little bears here 
called honey bears because they like sweet 
things like candies. They are black with 
a golden horseshoe right on their chests 
and used to cost $50. Now, though, you can 
buy a good honey bear for $5, but they some- 
times turn out to be nasty, and claw people 
something awful. A dog is much more fun 
than a honey bear. 


I hope when I am comifig home, Gord, 
that you will come to meet me because I 
have missed you very much, It has been 
ten weeks since I came away and nobody has 
sent me a letter. Not even a postcard, and 
you know it doesn’t cost much to send a post- 
card, 

When I was a little bigger than you, 
Gord, I used to prop myself up in bed, 
get a big hunk of bread and brown sugar 
and read exciting stories about “Sinful Sin- 
gapore, the Cesspool of the East.” That’s 
just a funny story, Gord. Singapore isn’t 
sinful at all. It’s just a twisted confusion 
of lights and smells and voices that seem to 
come from nowhere. They have thin little 
men here to pull you around instead of 
ponies, and solitary white men with faraway 
looks in their eyes when they think of little 
boys like you. Sometimes these white men 
are thinking of their own little boys away 
off in the meadows of England or the hills 
of Germany, but usually they are thinking of 
the little boys that they once were them- 
selves, or the little boys they would like to 
have. Usually they haven’t got any little 
boys or any lady like your mother to cook 
the supper and sew on their buttons. That's 
because there are three white men for every 
girl out here and the ones at home won’t 
come out. So instead of sinful and all that, 
Singapore, for the white men, is just a very 
lonesome, smelly place where nobody unpacks 
right down to the bottom of their trunks be- 
cause they hope to be going somewhere else 
pretty soon, and unpacking right to the 
very bottom seems so permanent. 

People think, you know, that Singapore 
is aswarm with waterside bars where sol- 
diers and sailors go on a spree and fight 
each other. They won’t believe that Singa- 
pore hasn’t a single, solitary bar along its 
twisted waterfront or anywhere else. There 
is only one little dance hall and that closes 
at 12 o'clock. 

When you're out in Singapore after mid- 
night you feel like walking on tip toes so 
that you won’t waken the hundreds of people 
who haven’t any homes but sleep sprawled 
all over the sidewalks. Some of them are 
nom on the sidewalks and live there all their 
ives. 

Before I say good-by this time, Gord, I'll 
have to tell you about the snake stones. One 
day I was walking toward the Port Moresby 
hospital, which is perched on stilts beneath 
a broad green hill, when three boys who 
were ahead of me screamed out, “Snake be- 
long devil. Take heed, Tabauda. ‘Take 
heed.” Before they had stopped yelling a 
snake greener than grass and thinner than 
8 fountain pen had snapped out from @ low 


lt was built by red ants and was full 
of holes like a sponge 


bush and bitten one of the boys on the 
arm. He looked like the sort of snake you 
might see any old place. Not like a danger- 
ous one. But he was dangerous. He left 
only two tiny little marks on the arms, 
Marks like the periods which separate these 
sentences. 

[ told the boys to hurry down to the hose 
pital perched on the stilts. Told them not 
even to wait to find the snake. But the boy 
who had been bitten didn’t do this. Instead 
he took two little stones from a leather bag 
hung around his middle, touched the stones 
to his skin near the tiny wounds and then 
sat down in the grass. The stones hung on 
like blood suckers. You could hardly pull 
them off no matter how you tried. Soon 
the boy’s arm began to swell. It turned 
blacker, too. He was a black boy to start 
with, but his arm turned even blacker. The 
stones hung to his arm about twenty minutes, 
then one fell off. Pretty soon the other got 
wobbly, loosened its hold and fell off too 
The boy put them back in his bag and came 
on with us to the hospital. One of the native 
nurses there looked at the swollen arm, but 
didn’t even put a bandage on it. She said 
the stones, which were about the size and 
shape of chestnuts, had absorbed every bit 
of poison. They had just sucked and sucked, 
and when all the poison was out of the arm 
the stones fell off. Now isn’t that a mighty 
useful sort of stone to have?” 

Sure is, and I’ve got a pair. I'll bring 
them home for you, Gord. And I'll write 
you again soon. 

I hope you get a pretty teacher, Gord, 
and one who knows a lot about geography.

FORGOTTEN 
PATIENTS 


HE chronic invalid is the forgotten 

patient. 

Hospitals are interested mainly in 
the patient who can be cured and discharged 
in a short time. But chronic diseases “are 
considered the property of the patients to do 
with as they please,” says Dr. Morris Hinene 
busg, assistant director of the Montefiore 
Hospital in New York city. 

This lack of organized care for the 
chronic sick, he adds, “constitutes a failure 
in the history of hospital development.” He 
proceeds in the Modern Hospital (Chicago): 

“Any institution for the care of the 
chronic sick must be prepared to retain 
patients until all medical effort has beea 
exhausted in their behalf, and longer, if the 
patient still requires medical observation, 
Chronic illnesses are by definition prolonged 
illnesses, and instead of the average stay of 
a fortnight in the acute general hospital, 
patients must remain in the hospital weeks, 
months and even years. The diagnosis of 
incurability should never be made by one 
scientist in the presence of another. 

“The custodial care received now by mang 
of the patients in homes for the aged and 
‘incurable,’ where many of the chronically ill 
are institutionalized, is not adequate for the 
large group of chronic sick. Patients of all 
ages and from all walks of life are in the 
ranks of the chronic army and each should 
receive care in accordance with his special 
needs, 

“Chronic disease is a definite and specifie 
branch of medicine which offers a greater 
challenge to the medical scientific world than 
do the acute diseases, 

“The patient in the acute hospital is a 
medica! problem only during his average stay 
of two weeks. In a hospital for chronie 
disease he is not only a complex medical 
problem but a difficult social and economie 
problem as well.” 

Patients suffering from chronic diseases 
are, as a rule, of little interest to the major 
ity of physicians, but chronic disease affords 
unusual opportunity for study, because 
patients are under observation over longer 
periods, It is important, therefore, Dr, 
Hinenburg thinks, that the care of the 
chronic sick be in the hands of men and woe 
men who will have more than a passing ine 
terest in the patients. He goes on: 

“In another branch of the service, nure 
sing, the problems of selection and organizae 
tion are equally difficult. The glamor and 
dramatic interest of the acutely ill patient 
are as attractive to the majority of nurses 
as they are to physicians. Dr, E. M. Blue- 
stone, director of a hospital for chronie 
diseases in New York city, has often stated 
that nursing a chronic patient well is the 
acid test of nursing, and that statement is, 
in my opinion, the best thought to keep in 
mind in this phase of nursing service.”
